Chuhran’s situation is not unique. The most 
recent report from the U.S. Department of 
Justice Bureau of Justice Statistics found that 
about 35 incidents of sexual assault are report- 
ed on college campuses per 1,000 female stu- 
dents. Among the men and women who expe- 
rience rape or attempted rape in college, some 
who report their rape to school authorities are 
met with resistance, inadequate resources or 
convoluted reporting systems that could cause 
them further trauma. 

There is no model campus sexual assault 
poHcy rape advocates say and procedures are 
difficult to compare.

Former E2 owners win 
new sentencing hearing

The two owners of a Chicago nightclub that 
was the scene of a tragic stampede a decade 
ago that saw 21 people killed have won a new 
sentencing hearing, raising the prospect that 
neither will spend time in prison. 

Calvin Hollins Jr. and Dwain Kyles, who 
co-owned E2, were cleared of involuntary 
manslaughter charges but convicted of indi- 
rect criminal contempt for violating a judge’s 
order to close the second-floor nightclub for 
building-code violations in the months before 
the tragedy 

An Illinois appeals court ruled that a Cook 
County judge who sentenced both to two 
years in prison had “improperly relied” on the 
clubgoers’ deaths and injuries in handing down 


his sentence because the owners’ actions were 
“not the legal proximate cause” of the worst 
nightclub calamity in Chicago history 

“The release of pepper spray to break up 
a fight was completely unrelated to respon- 
dents’ violation of the building court’s order,” 
the appellate court said in an opinion released 
Friday “It was a supervening act that relieved 
them of legal responsibility” 

Chaos erupted at the South Loop club early 
Feb. 17, 2003, after fights broke out, and secu- 
rity guards used pepper spray to break them 
up. The fumes from the spray set off a pan- 
icked rush down the front stairwell that led to 
the first-floor exit. Twenty-one patrons were 
fatally crushed or asphyxiated, while 50 oth- 
ers were injured.
